guished. The pelvic bones were almost com- 
plete, being protected by half burned flesh 
and intestines. Another mass came from 
the top ot the trunk and contained several 
vertebra at the top of the spinal column. 
This cleared away all doubt of the remains 
being human.

The streets were filled with 
angry crowds, and Judge Orr at once de- 
cided prompt action must be taken to pre- 
vent bloodshed. He ordered Sheriff Laws 
to bring the two prisoners before him.

equal purchasing power, hereby declares its op- 
position to the debasement of the national cur- 
rency by the admission of silver to free and un- 
limited coinage at the arbitrary ratio of 16 to 1. 


After it was read Congressman John Dal- 
zell of Pittsburg characterized it as a strad- 
dle“ and said Pennsylvania could not afford 
to go before the worid with that plank alone. 
He favored an amendment offered py Frank 
M. Riter of Philadelphia, which the commit- 
tee had not reported, as follows: 


We accept and reaffirm the currency plank of 
the national Republican platform of 1892 as fol- 
lows: The American people from tradition and 
interest favor bimetallism and the Republican 
party demands the use of both gold and silver as 
standard money, with such restrictions and un- 
der such provisions to be determined by legisla- 
tion as will secure the maintenance of the parity 
of values of the two metals, so that the purchas- 
ing and debt-paying power of ‘he dollar, 
whether of silver, gold, or paper, shall 

at all times equal, The interests 
ofthe producers of the country, business and 
its workingmen, demand that every dollar, paper 
or not, issued by the government shall be as 
good as any other. We commend the wise and 
patriotic steps already taken by our govern- 
ment to secure an international conference to 
adopt such measures as will insure a parity of 
value between gold and silver for use as money 
throughout the worid. 

We oppose the debasement of the national cur- 
rency by the admission of silver to free and un- 
limited coinage at the arbitrary ratio of 16 to 1 
for the reason that if such a policy be adopted it 
will not be possible to maintain the parity of 
values of the two metals and purchasing and 
lobt - pay power of the dollar, whether of sil- 
ver, gold, or paper, cannot continue to be equal.

Henry claims he told Baugh- 
man he was willing todo the job, but would 
not go into it with the night watchman, 
Brock. Baughman then said he would have 
Ellis Brown put on as night watchman, and 
asked Henry if he would be willing to under- 
take the job with him. Henry said he would, 
and Mayor Pike Ross put Brown on as night 
watchman in Brock’s place. ’ 

“Henry also claims when the change was 
made the Mayor told Brown he was to help 
Henry burn the court-house. Henry said 
the last day before zourt adjourned in De- 
cember, 1894, Ald: Baughman came to him 
and told him he must burn down the build- 
ing that night or it would be too late, that 
court would adjourn next day and then 
there would be no chance to attribute the 
fire to the stove in the building, as no fire 
was kept in the building while court was 
not in session.

Gan CAUSES A LOSS. 
Kallicrates and Hyderabad Are Burned to 
Death in Kentucky. 

Lexington, Ky., Aug, 28.—{Special.]—Fox- 
hall Keene of New York sustained a heavy 
loss this morning when his stable at Castic- 
ton burned. It contained five horses, 
Kallicrates, Hyder Abad, Chorister, Tour- 
nament, and St. Leonards. The grooms 
succeeded in saving all except the two first 
named, and they had been suffocated with 
smoke before they could be reached. It 
seems one of the grooms went to the stable 
about 5 o’clock to feed the horses. He was 
smoking a cigaret, and it is thought the 
fire was started by the stub of the cigaret 
being thrown in some hay. Imp. Kalli- 
crates was considered one of the most val- 
uable young horses in America. He was a 
chestnut, foaled in 1887, and was bred by 
Baron L. Rothschild and imported by Mr. 
J. R. Keene of New York in 1892 for $30,000. 
He was sired by that great English horse, 
Hermit, his first dam being Isabella, by 
Plebeian, second dam Parma, by Parmesan, 
third dam Archess, by Long Bow. There 
was no better bred horse in the English stud- 
book, and Mr. Keene, as well as Maj. Dain- 
gerfield, who is the manager of his farm 
here, thought he would prove a worthy suc- 
cessor of imp. King Ban and imp. Prince 
Charlie. Hyder Abad was a chestnut 
horse, foaled 1891, by Hyder Ali, dam Glori- 
anne, by Joe Daniels. He was bred by J. E. 
Haggin. He was also a promising young 
horse and great things were expected of 
him. The stable was a new building and 
cost about $2,500. If the stables or 
the horses were insured the risks were 
placed in New York by Mr. Keene and Maj,

Such Conditions=Not as Quick in Stays 


| as Defender In a Steady Twelve-Knot 


Breeze and Smooth Sea It Pitches and 
Plunges Rather than Cuts Through the 
Water - Today's Trial Race. 


New York, Aug. 28.—(Special.]—Valkyrie 
III. had an extended trial spin today under 
the most favorable conditions. Soon after 
breakfast its crew was put to work Betting 
the sails. At 10 o’clock a pretty jib, which 
had been run up in stops, was broken out, 
and two minutes later Valkyrie stood off on 
the port tack toward the Jersey coast, break- 
ing out as it did so the stäysail. At 10:25 
o’clock Valkyrie cased off sheets a bit and 
stood up the channel. As it did so it sub- 
stituted a balloon staysail for the working 
one which it had hitherto used. A moment 
later it also set its jib topsail. 

That Valkyrie is a fast boat in light weath- 
er there can be no longer any question. In 
the little four-knot breeze which was blow- 
ing this morning it sped ahead at a clipping 
pace. It heeled hardly any and threw out 
scarcely any water. Under the gently fresh- 
ening breeze the Britishers’ hope slipped 
along merrily in Prince’s Bay and at 10:45 
o'clock Capt. Cranfield headed the yacht off 
to the eastward for the main ship channel. 
The jib topsail.was taken in at 11 o’clock 
and ten minutes later the yacht ran into 
an almost dead calm. Until the wind sprung 
up again it lay almost motionless. The Brit- 
isher jibed over to starboard at 11:20 o’clock 
and then set its “baby” jib topsail. Unlike 
Defender’s it did not prove to be a handker- 
chief by any means. On the contrary it was 
a good sized piece of canvas, comparing in 
size favorably with t jib topsail of Vigi- 
lant. There are fully three cloths more in it 
than in the one worn by Defender. 

At noon the wind fre#Héned to a rate of 
seven or eight knots afi hour. At that time 
the black-hulled cutter haq; worked its way 
up to the lower end of Swinburne Island. 
and there it met the ocean liner Paris, which 
saluted with three long blasts of the whistle. 
At 12:09 Valkyrie evidently thought it had 
gone up far enough, for it came about and 
stood off on a port tack down the ship chan- 
nel. It continued on that tack for but a 
moment and then came about on a star- 
board tack. In stays it was from twenty 
four to forty seconds, though it was evi- 
dent it was not doing its quickest in that 
point of sailing. Then followed a series of 
short boards, in which it was possible to get 
a good line on its windward work. Even in 
the light breeze, which was and which is 
supposed to be favorable to Valkyrie, blow- 
ing today, it cannot be said in windward 
work it is the equal of Defender. 


Makes a Great Fuss at Sea. 

At 2 o’clock the wind freshened to a good 
ten to twelve knot breeze, and Valkyrie, 
which had been maneuvering about the 
Horseshoe. headed out of the channel and 
started for an outside spin. It went out un- 
der mainsail, clubtopsail, Staysail, jib 
and jib topsail, but had gone only 
a sort way before the jib top- 
sail was taken in. Then Valkyrie 
headed down toward the Scotland lightship 
on a close hauled starboard tack. Ina few 
minutes down came the club topsail, leaving 
the cutter under only its lower sails. With 
the exception of an occasional swell there 
was no sea on, yet outside, under what was 
scarcely a good topsail breeze; Valkyrie 
kicked up a much greater fuss than it did 
earlier in the day. 

Every time it rode a swell its bow would 
piteh, throwing up waves of considerable 
size, while the lee quarter curled up a cas- 
cade. When three-fifths of the way down to 
the lightship Valkyrie suddenly came about 


and headed back for the Horseshoe. It got 


back to the Hook at 3 o’clock, where it took 
in its staysail. As Valkyrie passed in Vig- 
llant, under mainsail, ‘clubtopsail, jib, and 
staysail, started out for un afternoon spin. 

All the preparations are completed for 
the trial race tomorrow between Defender 
and Vigilant. The race will be started from 
either Sandy Hook or Scotland Lightship 
as near 11 o’clock in the morning as possible. 
More interest, if possible, centers in the re- 
maining trial races than in their predeces- 
sors. It is possible Valkyrie will take a run 
outside to see the performance of the rivals. 
The America Cup committee must select the 
yacht to meet Valkyrie III. in the races o: 
next month by Saturday. Defender left its 
moorings off Premium Point at 11:10 o'clock 
this morning in tow of a tug and went direct 
to the Horseshoe, where it anchoged.

TEXAS SUPREME COURT WILL DECIDE 


What Mayor Holland of Dallas Has to Say 
About the Big fight. 
Mayor Holland of Dallas, Tex., accompa- 


nied by W. H. Clark of the same city, arrived ® 


in Chicago from the East yesterday. The 
Mayor, in speaking of the report from Aus- 
tin, Tex., wherein Attorney-General Crane 
gives his second opinion anent the Corbett- 
Fitzsimmons fight, said that neither Gov. 
Culberson nor Attorney Crane could make 
laws, and that if there is any killing the 
Sheriff, Culberson, Crane, or any one taking 
part in such killing can be tried for murder. 
“The law as it stands now,“ said the Mayor, 
‘is against prize fighting, but this law, ac- 
cording to the statutes, 
void Sept. 1.” This is the opinion of the 
leading lawyers of the State, who, as the 
Mayor put it, certainly are possessed of 
much knowledge as the Attorney-General, 
After Sept. 1 the Supreme Court will take 
up the matter and hand down their opinion, 
which, judging from the opinions of the 
Florida club’s attorneys, will be favorable 
for the sports. Upon this subject, the May- 
or said that if the law is in favor of prize 
fighting the contest will surely take place 
as advertised. If, however, the Supreme 
Court decides otherwise, the contest will 
have to be pulled off somewhere else. No 
violation of the law will be permitted, that 
is not within the city, and as the arena will 
be erected about a half-mile outside of the 
city limits, it will not come under his juris- 
diction. In speaking of himself the Mayor 
said: I am no sporting man. I have never 
witnessed a prize fight, horse race, or base- 
ball game. I have fast stock, sell them be- 
fore they are full-grown, and never train 
them for racing purposes. As for gambling, 
I have never visited a gaming house, and 
do not know the first rudiments of any card 
game, and don’t want to.“ 

The Mayor is very decided and liberal in 
his views, and yet enforces the law to the 
letter. But when there is no law covering 
certain affairs he does not take it upon him- 
self to make them. By Sept. 12 the world 
will know whether Fitzsimmons and Cor- 
bett will fight at Dallas, Tex., Oct. 31 or not.

GREAT VICTORY FOR THE MAYOR. 
The three days’ conference between the 
officers of the Illinois Central and the city 
authorities has come to an end, and Mayor 
Swift can return to the seaside and finish out 
his interrupted vacation happy in the 


thought that he has secured greater conces- 


sions from the railroad corporation than 
any one deemed possible, that he has made 
certain the creation of a beautiful park and 
solved the Lake-Front problem, and has 
shown to the satisfaction of the people that 
he is emphatically the right man in the 
right place. The people made no mistake 
when they elected him. 

As the result of the determined stand of 
the Mayor the road has consented to depress 
its tracks four feet, which it said a short 
time ago could not be done, It has agreed 
to build the retaining walls, which it set 
out by saying the city ought to construct, 
It has consented to the riecessary fill-’ 
ing between its tracks and Michigan avenue. 
It is willing to build four viaducts and sev- 
eral foot bridges across its tracks between 
Randolph street and Park row. The rail- 
road is willing also to allow the water space 


just below Park row, where it has the ri- 


parian rights, to be converted into a small 
harbor for pleasure craft, and to do the work 
which is necessary so that it may be utilized 
thus, 

It has agreed also to do what it said it 
never would do under any circumstances— 
that is, to build that long sea wall which the 
Secretary of War said must be constructed 
before any filling can be done for park pur- 
poses in the outer harbor. Therefore it is 
of the greatest importance that that wall 
should be built at once, as until the work 
ts done the contractors on the drainage 
channel will continue dumping out in the 
lake. But the city has not the $200,000 
which it will cost to build the solid wall 
the Secretary insists on, and it may be some 
time before it can spare the money. The 
Mayor saw how necessary it was that the 
road should do this work, and he fought till 
he got its assent. | 

What the railroad is going to do for the 
city directly or indirectly will cost it about 
$1,000,000. That means a good deal for the 
road, especially after two years of not very 
good business. It is given in return permis- 
sion to fill in two small parcels of submerged 
land having a total area of eight acres. The 
largest of these is at the foot of Randolph 
street and the other at Parkrow. They are, 
or rather they will be in the future, of in- 
finitely more value to the road than what it 
is called on to expend on behalf of the city. 
The Tilinois Central is the gainer by the bar- 
gain. But so, too, will the city be. In ex- 
change for some patches of submerged land 
which are of no value to it as matters stand 
now it-will get a great park and will dispose 
of the vexatious Lake-Front question in a 
manner which ought to satisfy every Chi- 
cagoan. The city could, after a ltigatioh 


i consummg many years, force the road to 


debress its tracks, but it could not.compel 
it to build the sea wall or to do any filling. 
Everything would have been delayed in- 
definitely had the Mayor not forced the fight- 
ing and brought the road to an agreement. 
The arrangement which has been made 
will have to be ratified by the Illinois Central 
Board of Directors on the one side and by 
the Council on the other. The approval of 
the first of these may be taken for granted. 
The officers of the road would not have 
made the concevsions they did yesterday if 
they had not known they would be sustained 
therein. Nor is there any reason to expect 
the Council will refuse to sustain the Mayor. 
It has passed an ordinance for the creation 
of a Lake-Front Park and he has made ar- 
rangements to give effect to that ordinance. 
When it reassembles next month the matter 
will be laid before it, and it will indorse the 
Mayor's course. 

That leaves only the obstreperous Moloney 
to deal with. He is determined for some 


f reason—perhaps he is put up to it by Altgeld 


that no improvements, public or private, 
shall be made on the lake shore. He an- 
nounces that when any move is made toward 
filling in the submerged lands he will go 
into court and enjoin the city. The Lake- 
Front was tied up in court for a quarter ofa 
century. Perhaps he hopes he can get it 
back there for an indefinite period. But Mo- 
loney has showed himself so poor a lawyer 
and has been so unsuccessful in most of his 
cases that it is not worth while borrowing 
trouble on account of him. It is not likely 
that the Judges will exert themselves to 
interpret the laws in such a way as to defeat 
a great public improvement merely to oblige 
Mr. Moloney. 


WHY THEY REFUSE. 

It is a noticeable fact that all the Demo- 
crats thus far mentioned as candidates for 
the Presidential nomination, when ques- 
tioned about it, manifest the shyness, coy- 
ness, and bashfulness of a school girl. They 
are evidently pleased with the compliment 
implied and have some difficulty in sup- 
pressing their happiness, but not one of 
them’ wants to start his boom yet awhile, 
They are long headed enough to know that 
early ‘booms fizzle out speedily, that the first 
one in the field is usually the first one to 
go, and that the best chances are reserved 
for those who keep in the background until 
near convention time. This is the reason 
why they are all swimming round the gilded 
bait with pleasant yet anxious faces, watch- 
ing each other jealously, but not one of them 
grabbing for it. They know the danger of 
the hook concealed in the bait. 

Mr. Cleveland scouts the idea of a third 
term. "Whenever it is mentioned he hoists 
sail on his catboat and goes fishing for scup, 
and meanwhile what he is really thinking 
out there on the briny deep no man knows, 
not even Whitney. The most he will say is 
that no one is urging him, It makes hiin 
tired ‘when Mr. Watterson says he would 
not carry a school district in the United 
States, but if the convention should offer 
him the third term nomination he would 
take it as quickly as a bluefish takes his 
heok.. Adlai Stevenson, when asked about 
hfs boom, smiles, disclaims all knowledge 
of such a thing, and straightway hies him 
to Alaska, where no one can talk to him 
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at now when it would not 
last much longer than a soap bubble. Thus 
it is that every one of them pogh-poohs the 
idea of a nomination and yet at heart they 
all want it, and they want it badly, even 
though not one of them feels gure that a 
Democrat can be elected. Nome ot them, 
however, would refuse the chance of nom- 
ination on that account, for the man who 
runs is considered the leader of the party, 
even though he leads only a forlorn hope. 
The great, sweeping Republican victory of 
last November infused business and banking 
circles, the manufacturing and the railroad 
classes, with confidence that the commercial 
dangers to be apprehended from any fur- 
ther .malign Democratic influences were in- 
definitely postponed. They feel so still, and 
they will not imperil that restoration of 
confidence by turning the country over to 
the Democratic incumbents again. All 
these gentlemen with their little hidden 
booms know this, but it will not prevent guy 
one of them upon whom the convention calls 
from sending up his particular boom, even 
knowing it must collapse. 


WO BULL FIGHTS IN AMERICA. 

Even the Colorado miners, who are not 
remarkable for refinement, have been sick- 
ened and disgusted by the vicious cruelty 
of the men who prodded an inoffensive, help- 
less bull with knives and made his 
death agony as keen as possible. 
A great crowd witnessed the first 
of the bull fights in Gillette, but only 
200 people went to see a second and the man- 
agement therefore abandoned the enter- 
prise. Since that time J. H. Wolf of Crip- 
ple Creek, the promoter of this savagery, 
has been arrested and is now in jail, and of- 
ficers have been sent to Gillette to arrest the 
bull fighters. It ia to be hoped they will be 
punished as they deserve. 

There is some plauajbility in the apologies 
for prize fighting, but there is absolutely no 
excuse for setting a bull, who has been 
given ‘no choice, but is compelled to front 
his tormenters and fight a hopeless battle 
until death relieves him. The prizefighter 
need not fight unless it suits him to do so, 
whatever risks he faces he faces knowingly 
and willfully, and he may cry Hold, 
enough!” when the limit of his endurance 
has been reached. But the bull, a far nobler 
animal, is thrust into the arena unwillingly, 
surprised, bewildered. He is beset by ad- 
versaries armed with weapons greatly more 
formidable than his. He cannot avoid them. 


He cannot by acknowledging defeat escape 


the penalty. His not to reason why, his but 
to do and die—harried, wounded in every 
nerve, pouring out his strength and his cour- 
age with his life-blood, driven to madness 
by the tremendous odds against him—he 
fights the unequal battle until he can fight 
no longer and then, silent, uncomplaining, 
feels his heart beat for the last time. 

No wonder the Anglo-Saxon, the Celt, and 
the Frank have never been inoculated with 
the Latin love for this brutal, agonizing, 
and degrading butchery the Spanish miscall 
sport. It is of a piece with the Southern 
European nature which first fashioned the 
stealthy stiletto, which produced a Borgia 
as successor to a Nero and a Caligula, and 
which originated and preserved and prac- 
tices the vendetta. It is a coward's device 
to ease the craven lust for blood he cannot 
Satiate otherwise. It is a substitute for the 
inquisition to gratify the timorous Torque- 
madas of modern times.

A CLEAR CASE AGAINST HOLMES. 

For once a detective theory has been sus- 
tained fully by the facts. The Philadelphia 
police officers who had charge of the 
Holmes-Piézel case made up their minds 
that the former must have murdered the 
three Pitzel children who were in his charge 
last October. Therefore the detectives set 
out in search of the bodies. It seemed at the 
outset like a wild goose chase, but it did not 
turn out to be such. The officers found first 
at Toronto the remains of the two girls. The 
mother went there and identified them. Sat- 
isfied by this discovery that their theory 
was correct the detectives resumed their 
search for the other child. They followed 
Holmes’ tracks from place to place perti- 
naciously, and finally hit on what they were 
looking for. 

Tuesday the charred remains of the boy 
Howard Pitzel were found hidden away in 
the chimney in the cellar of a house in Irv- 


, ington, a suburb of Indianapolis, which was 


“occupied by Holmes for two or three days 


last October. The evidence that these are 


the remains of the boy is legally conclusive. 
It can be proved that Holmes hired the 
house and that the child was seen there in 
his company. In the chimney were the 
teeth and jawbone of a child of about 10, 
and ug some large buttons with a lion’s 
head hem, The overcoat the child wore 
had similar buttons, and in addition to that 
a broken trunk found at the house has been 
identified as the one which belonged to the 
Pitzel children.’ There seems to be no reason 
why Holmes cannot be convicted of murder 
in Indiana. 

The course of procedure of this cold- 
blooded murderer was the same in the Indi- 
anapolis suburb as in Toronto. He hired a 
house, put a few bits of furniture in it, took 
possession, committed a murder, and then 
moved on. In the first case he cremated his 
victim. He could mot do that as well at 
Toronto, for he had two bodies to dispose 
of. So he buried them. In neither case was 
he successful in his attempt to dispose of 
the evidences of guilt. Bones do not burn 
easily, as Prof. Webster found after he had 
killed Dr. Parkman. 

At present Holmes is held in Philadelphia 
for the murder of his accomplice, Pitzel. 
There is no moral doubt that he killed him. 
Unquestionably the agreement entered into 
with Pitzel was that he should insure his 
life, should disappear, and that the body of 
some other man, badly mutilated, was to be 
palmed off on the insurance company as his. 
Then the plunder was to be divided) Such 
schemes have been tried before. But Holmes 
doubtless had his own special plan, which 
was to kill Pitzel and get the lion’s share of 
the money. While there is little question of 
this, yet it may be difficult to get a Phila-

THE BOSS OF PENNSYLVANIA. 
Senator Quay has won hie fight, and is 
now the unquestioned autocrat of Pennsyl- 


vanla. His right there is none to dispute. 


He will decide for whom the sixty-four votes 
of Petinsylvania shall be cast in the next 
national convention, and candidates for the 
Presidency should make his acquaintance 
end seek to gain his favor. If he chooses 
he can keep Cameron in the Senate for six 
years more or he can replace him with some 
one else who may be of more service to him. 
“As long as Quay does nothing outrageous 
he can make Governors and other State 
officers. As on two occasions the Repub- 
lieans of the State have protested against 
offensive boss domination by electing a 
Democratic Governor, it is possible that 
Quay will refrain from rash experiments 
and from relying too much on the normal 
heavy Republican majority. 

Two or three weeks ago it looked very 
much as if Quay were badly beaten. The 
combination against him seemed to be a 
strong one. It embraced the local bosses 
of Philadelphia and Pittsburg and the Gov- 
ernor of the State. It was sure of a large 
rumber of delegates from the cities, and 
needed only to pick up a small number in 
the country districts to have a safe major- 
ity. Outside of political circles there was 
in the business circles in the city a strong 
feeling against Quay. He was identified 
with Cameron, and Cameron had been talk- 
ing free silver to an extent which made the 
merchants and bankers shiver. Then there 
were some weak points in Quay’s record. 
It is not an immaculate one, and it was sup- 
posed that this fact would intensify the de- 
sire of those Republicans who are not fond 
cf boss rule to get rid of him. 

Nevertheless, Quay came out ahead, large- 
ly because those who were working the hard- 
est to defeat him were city bosses, like Mar- 
tin of Philadelphia and Magee of Pittsburg, 
over whom no reformer could wax enthusi- 
astic. When the choice lay between one 
tyrant and a combination of petty tyrants a 
man could be excused for preferring Quay 
to those who were trying to replace him. It 
is better to be possessed of one evil spirit 
than by many. So the contest was one be- 
tween politicians for power and not for re- 
form. As the city politicians were on one 
side, naturally the country ones were on the 
other side. They were jealous of these mu- 

Hicipal bosses and did not wish to see them 
ruling the State. So the country was for 
Quay, almost unanimously, and he was also 
able to pick up some delegates in the cities. 

While Quay has made a very able and brill- 
iant fight and has won against what seemed 
to be heavy odds, yet it is not creditable to 
the State of Pennsylvania that such a man 
should be the boss of the governing party 
there. It is a great drop from Thaddeus 
Stevens or Simon Cameron to M. S. Quay, 
just as in the adjoining State of New York it 
is a great drop from Tilden to Hill or Conk- 
ling to Platt. But it would be a still greater 
drop to Tammany rule in one State or to 
Philadelphia ring rule in the other. Some day 
the reform element in Pennsylvania politics 
—if there be such an element— may organize, 
assert itself, and upset Mr. Quay. Unfortu- 
nately, at present there does not seem to be 
anybody in Pennsylvania big enough to 
head such a movement. The State never 
has been prolific of great men. 

In the meanwhile Mr. Quay will remain the 
boss, mainly because he is decenter in many 
respects than any of the minor bosses—keeps 
his word better and is more loyal to his 
friends, which are taking qualities in a poli- 
ticlan—and because he is a shrewder, quick- 
er-witted political manipulator than his ad- 
versaries. They will probably be glad to 
obey him now if he will leave them in the 
enjoyment of their possessions. They have 
much more respect for their Hege lord than 
they had a year ago. So, too, have the Pres- 
idential candidates. They know now with 
whom they will have to deal next year. 


GLADSTONE ON FREE TRADE WITH THE 
UNITED STATES. 


London, Aug. 28.—The Daily News says that 
among the guests at Mr. Gladstone's garden 
party Thursday were the American ex~Postmaster- 
General Thomas L. James and his daughters and 
Mr. E. A. Quintard of New York. In conversa- 
tion with these guests Mr. Gladstone remarked 
that he used to prophesy that if the United States 
adopted free trade they would attain the highest 
position in the world. Nevertheless they would 
not injure England: on the contrary, they would 
improve her position. He declared that sooner or 
later something must be done for Ireland. 

Mr. Gladstone either failed to add, or the 


dispatch to include it, that as an indispensa- 


ble prerequisite to free trade wages of work- 
men in the United States would have to be 
eut down to the same wage scale that pre- 
vails in Great Britain and Ireland, Free 
trade and high wages in this country mean 
no work in the factories except at greatly re- 
duced pay and longer hours of toil. There 
would be enormously increased importations 


1 of manufactures from England and sicken- 


ing idleness in this country until wage egrn- 
ers were starved down to the acceptance of 
the Brifish scale of pay. There would be good 
times in Great Britain and bad times in 
America. Cleveland and the Democratic 
leaders tried desperately in 1894 to pass a 
bill almost as protectionless as that which 
Gladstone so cunningly and flatteringly ad- 
vocates. The American voters passed their 
opinion upon that Democratic scheme at 
last fall’s election and rejected it by a couple 
of millions majority. The United States will 
try to attain a high position in the world 


without resorting to the British free trade

It word be 
more to the purpose then, if Prof. Cahn, in- 
stead of having a German- American 
day, should have an American day, to the 
celebration of which the Germans should 
be invited. There should be no separation 
of the two nations as indicated by the com- 
pound. There should be no moré German- 
Americans, Irish-Americans, or Swedish- 
Americans. They are all Americans, all one 
nation, hence there is no necessity for any 
celebration to unite the two nations.

Early English Bookbinding. 

In England as early as the twelfth century, 
Durham, London, and Winchester, with sev- 
eral celebrated monasteries, had each its 
school of binding. Durham still possesses a 
series of books, bound toward the close of the 
twelfth century, that are well worthy to com- 
pete in excellence and beauty with the work 
of foreign nations. Oxford and Cambridge 
beth produced an interesting series of bind- 
ings, prised by connoisseurs. Lady Fits- 
hugh, bequeathing her books to her family, 
wrote thus in her will in 1427: “I wyl that 
my son Rob’t have a-Sautre covered with 
rede velvet; and my doghter Marion a 
Primer cou'd in rede; and my doghter Darcy 
a Sauter cou’ed in blew; and my doghter 
Mal-de-Eure a Prim cou’ed in blew.” 

The introduction of printing into England, 
when Caxton set up his press in Westmin- 
ster, changed the character of the bindings, 
owing, no doubt, to the influx of foreign 
workmen. Caxton’s bindings were, as a 
rule, very simple, always of leather, with 
stamps of flowers and curious animals. Sev- 
eral bindings produced by John Reynes, 
now in the possession of the British Muse- 
um, show to what excellence the art had 
attained during the re of Henry VIII.

Forwarded to Commissioner of Health Kerr 
for his information and necessary action: were 
the reports submitted to City Chemist Kenni- 
cott by Inspectors Long and Nelson, which 
showed that persons are feeding distillery and 
brewery refuse to cattle contrary to Sec. 356 
of the milk ordinance, which reads as follows: 

No 2 or persons, firm or corporation, 
shall have in his or her possession any slops or 
refuse of any distillery, or vinegar factory, or 
any similar slops, mash, or refuse to feed the 
same to any milch cow or cows. Each day's 
failure to comply with this section shall subject 
the offender to a fine of not less than $25. 

Under this section it is undoubtedly evi- 
dent the city authorities have a strong case 
against such violators, while the penalty may 
reach as high as $200. Those dairymen who 
are reported as having violated this section of 


the law are as follows.

SCHOOLS ro REOPEN NEXT WEEK.” 


Many New Buildings Are in Readiness, 
but More Are Needed. 

Chicago’s army of school children, 175,- 
000 strong, will march back to the school- 
houses next Tuesday, after a three months’ 
furlough, and 5,000 teachers will take up the 
work of ‘the year’s instruction. Increased 
numbers of pupils, teachers, and school 
buildings will be the features of the opening 
of the term, and the officers of the Board of 
Education are kept busy day and night mak- 
ing the final preparations for the opening. 
Few events of note will accompany the 
actual beginning of work by the pupils next 
Tuesday. This very fact is regarded as note- 
worthy by the officers of the board. So thor- 
oughly organized is educational work in Chi- 
cugo the traditional hubbub and hurrah of the 
openmg days of study are entirely 
lacking here. The pupils who were in school 
last year were then informed as to uwir grade 
this year. This class of pupils will constitute 
far the largest part of the enrollment. 
hen the hour for assembling arrives these 
pupils will go to their rooms, the teachers will 
announce the lessons and plan of work, and 
at once all will be at work. The few pupils 
who do not know their assiguments will be 
taken care of at the principal’s office at each 
school and no long delay will ensue before 


they, too, are where they belong. Such has 


been the program in previous yeurs and this 
perfection of arrangementis a matter of no 
little pride among members of the board. 

Several new school buildings will be occu- 
pied by teachers and pupils for the first time 
next week, One of these is the Swing School, 
on String street, near Seventeenth. The 
building is of stone and pressed brick, and has 
seven rooms, with accommodations for 800 
pupils. The cost of the building was 855.000. 

The Worthy School, erected by the Board 
of Education for the use of boys confined in 
the\bridewell, is ready for occupancy. It cor- 
respondsin style of architecture to that of 
the bridewell. It is two stories in height and 
cost $57,000. It has six rooms and a manual 
training department. 


Streets, erected at a cost of $7,000, with 
room for 192 children, will be occupied for 
the first time next week. 

An adcition has been made to the Brad well 
School, Duncan avenue, near Seventy-seventh 
street, at a cost of $40,000. The addition 
contains ten rooms and will accommodate 
474 pupils.

OLARED UNOONSTITUTIONAL 


| Act Under Which the Tracks Are Now 


Running Is Defined by Judge Bischoff 
as Contrary to the Constitution and Le- 
galizing Wager Horses May Not Race 
for Stakes, Which Is Called Gambling= 
If Amrmed the Decision Will End Ra- 
cing in New York State. 

New York, Aug. 28.—({Special.]—Judge 
Bischoff, in the Court of Common Pleas, 
today handed down a decision holding that 
the provisions of Chap. 570 of the luws of 
1895, entitled An Act for the Incorporation 
of an Association for the Improvement of 
the Breed of Horses. and to Regulate the 
Same, and to Establish a State Racing Asso- 
ciation,” better known as the Gray racing 
law, are within the inhibition of the Consti- 
tution against the authorization of any kind 
of gambling, and are, therefore, unconstitu- 
tional. The decision is rendered in the suit 
of John C. Dudley against the Flushing 
Jockey club. Dudley sued to recover the 


„amount of a stake which was formed pur- 


suant to the provisions of Chap. 570, quoted 
above. He alleged in his complaint that 
prior to May 10, 1895, the defendant corpora- 
tion was incorporated to run races under 
Sec. 3 of the act referred to. May 15, 1805, 
Dudley entered his horse, Brown Dick, ina 
sweepstakes race with three other horses. 
The race was run May 15, and, Brown Dick 
having won, Dudley demanded the entire 
purse of $175. The defendant declined to 
pay the $175, but offered to give Dudley his 
25 entry fee. He then instituted suit to re- 
cover the $175. The Flushing Jockey club 
filed a demurrer to the sufficiency of the 
plaintiff's complaint. In this demurrer it 


was said: 

The defendant by its demurrer admits all of the 
facts and presents but one question, which is 
whether the said act is constitutional. If it is un- 
constitutional the demurrer must be sustained 
and the complaint be dismissed. 


Judge Bischoff’s Opinion. 

In his opinion Judge Bischoff says: 

The demurrer was interposed generally upon the 
ground of insufficiency, but argument was con- 
fined principally to the theory that the enactment 
above referred to offends against the provisions 
of the State Constitution: Nor shall any lottery, 
or the sale of lottery tickets, poolselling. book- 
making, or any kind of gambling hereafter be al- 
lowed in this State, and the Legislature shall 
pass appropriate laws to prevent offenses against 
Any of the provisions of this section.“ 

Sec. 3 of the Gray act nrovides: ‘‘At such trot- 
ting or running race meetings the corporation or 
owners of horses engaged in such races or 
others who are not participants in races, may 
contribute purses, prizes, premiums, or stakes 
to be contested for, but no person or persons 
other than the owner or owners of a horse or 
horses contesting in a race shall have any pe- 
cuniary interest in a purse, prize, premium, or 
stake contested for in such race, or be entitled to 
or receive any portion thereof after such race is 
finished, and the whole of such purse, prize, pre- 
mium, or stake shall be allotted in accordance 
with the terms and conditions of such race.“ 

Here, then, we have an express statutory recog- 
nition of a pecuniary interest in the result of the 
races as authorized by the act. Such an interest 
depending upon a chance or contingent event,as in 
this case, an interest in sweepstakes abiding the 
result of a horse race upon which all the partici- 
pants joined in furnishing the stake, did not here- 
tofore exist in legal contemplation. The attempt 
is clearly to legalize the wager. That this stat- 
ute, in so far as it authorizes and allows a recov- 
ery for ‘‘sweepstakes’’ won upon a horse race, 
contravenes the constitutional inhibition against 
the authorization of any kind of gambling’’ is 
self-evident. 

The outcome of a horse race depends upon 
chance. A contract for the payment of sweep- 
stakes is void under the statute against gaming, 
and every element of uncertainty and contingency 
of the event upon which the money is wagered or 
staked is present in such a case to bring the trans- 
action within the letter and spirit of the word 
gambling. 

I conclude the demurrer should be sustained and 
judgment directed for the defendant with costs. 

Kills Racing in New York State. 

Lawyer Hummel when seen iu regard to 
the decision said: Judge Bischoff's decision 
if enforced will put an end to racing in New 
York State. The decision is, however, so 
important it is likely to be appealed to the 
higher courts. The decision. confirms our 
claims in every detail. It is obvious the 
practice of running horses for purses is 
gambling. It does not differ essentially from 
the ordinary lotteries. Now that this point 
has been decided, races cannot be run for 
money, no matter whether bets are made on 
the horses or not. I never could see why race 
tracks should have special privileges in such 
matters.“ 

The law known as the Gray racing law 
or the Percy-Gray racing law, which Judge 
Bischoff declares unconstitutional, is the 
law under which all racing is conducted in 
this State. It was expressly framed in order 
that racing might be held, notwithstanding 
the new constitution’s prohibition of all 
gambling, and was passed last winter by 
the Legislature. It was generally favored by 
all those who had the best interests of racing 
at heart. Racing under it, it was generally 
conceded, would be conducted upon a higher 
plane than heretofore, and, the results this 
9 so far have justified this expecta- 
t All public betting at races is prohib- 
ited by thelaw. Bets are made only private- 
ly and by memorandum, the result being, of 
course, the abolishment of the betting ring 
and the small bettor. 


HE CUT HER THROAT WITH A KNIFE. 


Horrible Butchery of a Woman by Her 
Worthless Husband. 

New York, Aug. 28.—[Special.]—Annie Pus- 
kolka, 38 years old, early this morning was 
butchered to death by her husband, Charles, 
in their apartments on the top floor of the 
house No. 515 East Thirteenth street. The 
murderer is under arrest, held mainly on the 
evidence of his 10-year-old daughter Pauline, 
who saw part of the tragedy. 

No murder within recent times has the ap- 
pearance of such cruelty as that with which 
Puskolka stands charged. He was a butch- 
er, employed, when he worked, which was 
seldom, in a slaughter-house. Little of his 
earnings reached his wife. She was the 
mainstay of the house and practically the 
sole support of herself, husband, and five 
children. 

It was not jealousy of any other mah that 
prompted Puskolka to murder his wife, as at 
first had been supposed by the neighbors. 
It was because she was tired of supplying 
him with money and refused to give him any 
more. On her refusal he decided to kill her. 
He cut her throat with his own butcher- 
knife, having sharpened it to a razor-like 
keeness. 

Puskolka and his wife came from Germany 
to this country ten yearsago. Her first hus- 
band Was named Carl Schoenlein, a butcher, 
who left her fourteen years ago with consid- 
erable money and three children, of whom 
the eldest, Lizzie, now 19 years old, alone 
survives. 

She remained a widow one year, when, 
meeting Puskolka, who was a rather hand- 
some blonde young man of 24 years, she fell 
in love with him, and two years later they 
were married. Of the four children born of 
that marriage all are alive. Pauline is the 
eldest, Ida is 8, Annie is 6, and Lillie is 4 
years old. 

When the couple came to this country they 
opened a butcher shop on Throop avenue, 
Brooklyn, where they remained until about 
a year ago. As business n to fail they 
came to this city and Mrs. kolka, who 
still held on to the money, purchased the 
Café Waldorf, No. 114 East Fourth street. 
New York criminal history shows no such 
brutal murder as this.

“LITTLE JUDGE” DUFFY is DEAD. 


Ex- Police Justice Wideley, Known Through 
His Wit on the Bench. 

New York, Aug. 28, — [Special. Police 
Judge Patrick Gavan Duffy died at Toms 
River today. 

Ex-Justice Duffy was born in Ireland over 
fifty-seven years ago. He came to this coun- 
try early in the sixties, threw himself ener- 
getically into politics and school-teaching, 
and succeeded well in both. 

In ten years he managed to work himself 
into the principalship of the Greenwich 
Street Public School and the Tammany lead- 
ership of the First Assembly District. 

There it was that fortune smiled substan- 
tially upon his efforts, for when Police Jus- 
tice Thomas D. Sherwood died in 1885 Mayor 
Wickham appointed the little schoolmastet 
to fill the unexpired term. He was reap- 
pointed later for a full term, which expired 
in January, 1803. 

The Little Judge,“ as he was invariably 
called, figured conspicuously for many years 
in local politics, holding on to the Tammany 
leadership in the First Assembly District for 
nearly a decade, 

Unfortunately for him his district made a 
conspicuously bad showing in the election 
of 1888, and the cry went up for a new and 
younger leader. The ex-Justice was re- 
wee. ane Frank T. Fitzgerald reigned in his 
stead. 

The public saw much of Duffy, both asa 
Police Justice and as a politician, but it was 
by virtue of a unique personality that he en- 
joyed such a widespread celebrity. 

The Little Judge“ was a great joker, and 
thousands of “drunks” and disorderlies“ 
have winced under his merry quip and jest. 
With Duffy on the bench it was as much the 
duty of the court attachés to laugh as it wag 
for them to draw their salaries. 

So by sheer force of humor he made a con- 
spicuous record on the bench. He was a 
man of considerable means, especially rich 
in Harlem property. 

“The Little Judge” created something of 
a sensation when in May of last year, al- 
though fifty-six years a bachelor, he took 
unto himself a better half in the person of 
Miss Mamie Cullen of Williamsburg. 

Mr. Duffy was stricken with paralysis 
Aug. 14 last, while summering at Barnegat, 
N. J. He had been in bad health with kid- 
ney and liver troubles for nearly two years. 


SPELMAN BROS, FORCED TO ASSIGN. 


Large Importing House Gives Up the Strug- 
gle with Hard Times. 

New York, Aug. 28.— Special. — Timothy 
M. Spelman, William A. Spelman, and Will. 
iam C. Speimun, who composed the firm of 
Spelman Bros., importers and dealers in 
fancy goods, novelties, and toys at Nos. 361 
and 363 Broadway, made an assignment to- 
day to Stephen V. White for the benefit of 
creditors. 

The firm has been in existence about fifty 
years and carried a stock valued at between 
$200,000 and $250,000. The firm has is- 
sued the following statement:

JUDGE TAFT ON FEDERAL OOURTS 
AND OORPORATIONS.

American Bar Association Told That Ex- 
isting Wrongs Must Not Be Remedied 
by Destroying Corporations=They Are 


Necessary to the Material Progress of 


the Country=Gov. Altgeld Sharply Crit- 
icised for His Action in Last Year's 
Labor Rlots- General Northwest News. 
Detroit, Mich. Aug. 28.—[Speeial.— The 
Illinois attorneys attending the Bar Associa- 
tion meetmg were almost a unit today in 


their praise of Judge Taft’s scholarly address, 


in which he took pains to point out the powers 
and virtues of the Federal system and scored 
in bitter terms the unpatriotic and unlawful 
course of Gov. Altgeld in his attempt to in- 
terfere in the American Raiiway Union strike 
at Chicago last year. The opinion was 
unanimous that Judge Taft’s paper, with its 
defense of the Constitution, its argument on 
the legality of great corporations, and its 
warning aguinst the danger of political cor- 
ruption to the country, was worthy of a place 
among great State papers of this century. 

After the address of Judge Taft one of the 
features of today’s session was the report of 
Judge Dent of Chicago, from the Committee 
on Judicial Administration and Remedial 
Procedure. In Judge Dent’s hands was 
placed the matter of an améndment to the 
act creating the Court of Appeals, authorizing 
appeals in the cases of receivership appoint- 
ments. He reported that he had secured the 
drawing up of sucha bill as was desired, and it 
would come before Congress at its next ses- 
sion. No further action was considered nec- 
essary by the association, the Judge thought. 
The report was adopted. Among the new 
members chosen today was Julian W. Mark 
of Chicago. 

Judge Tatt spoke in effect as follows: 

Since all members of the Bar Association bear 
the same relation to the Federal judicial system, 
these criticisms are a proper subject of dis- 
cussion before them, although I deprecate any 
suggestion that my words might be regarded in 
the nature either of a personal defense or as of a 
quasi-official character. 

Non-professional criticism is by no means with- 

udges having a 
life tenure their very independence made the 
right to comment on their decisions an im- 
portant instrument in the hands ef a free peo- 


ple. 

Beginning as arbiters in a political conflict 
and r similar powers until ay, the 
Federal Judiciary never enjoyed immunity from 
unjust attack upon their conduct or motives 
cause of the character of their jurisdiction. Ihe 
rapid increase of corporations and their freedom 
in some cases from moral restraints resulted at 
times in the use of money for political cor- 
ruption and in various other acts which justly 
gave rise to popular distrust of their methods. 

In spite of these well-known evils nothing 
can be clearer to a calm, intelligent thinker than 
that, under conditions of modern society, corpo- 
rations are indispensable, both to the material 
progress of this country and to the maintenance 
of that we have. ' 


The evils must be remedied. but not by de- 


stroying one of the greatest instruments for ee 
that social man has devised. While socialism 
has not obtained much of a foothold in this coun- 
try. schemes which are socialistic in nature are 
accep planks in the platform of a large po- 
litical party, their underlying principle being 
that it is the duty of the government to equalize 
the inequalities which the rights of free contract 
and private property have brought about. and to 
afford occupation and sustenance to the poor by 
an outlay derived, as far as possible, from the 


rich. 

The real abuses, however, find their chief 
cause in political corruption, which is wholly 
beyond the power of the Federal Courts to pre- 
vent or eradicate. 

Judge Taft referred in detail to the relation 
of Federal courts to organized labor, especial- 
ly to their action in issuing injunctions in the 
American Railway Union strike. In this 
connection he 2 criticised the attitude 
of Gov. Altgeld of Illinois in maintaining that 
a conspiracy described in the Debs case was not 
unlawful. Said he: A more complete public 
nuisance than that which Debs et al. were en- 
gaged in furthering canvot be imagined. 


“WETS” NOT ANXIOUS FOR AN ELECTION 


Harvey Aldermen Defeat a Proposition to 
Vote on License or No License, 

Harvey’s City Council convened -last night 
under a special call for the purpose of sign- 
ing and swearing to the records of meetings 
at which the alleged illegal license ordinance 
was passed. Ail were present except Ald, 
Ranger, one of the “Dry” contingent. 
Ald. Hutton offered a resolution 


for the purpose of allaying the present 
strained relations existing not only in the 
Council but throughout the community at 
large, because of the prevailing feeling that 
the large majority of taxpayers have never 
had the question of local option fuirly pre- 
sented to them. The salient portion of the 
resolution is as follows: . 

Resolved, That the question of license or no 
license be submitted to the legal voters of said 
City of Harvey at an election to be called and 
held at the earliest practicable moment for that 
purpose. 

This resolution was tabled by a strict party 
vote, the four whisky Aldermen outvoting the 
three temperance Aldermen. The records 
were then signed without protest. 

After a declaration from the Mayor that the 
Chicago Telephone company under the ordi- 
nance now in effect practically owned the 
earth, he proposed a new ordinance abridg- 
ing their rights somewhat. The question was 
referred to the City Attorney, who said the 
present ordinance was in the nature of a con- 
tract and a chunge could not be made so 
easily as the Mayor evidently anticipated.

| MORE INQUIRLES IN REGARD TO MEAT 


Ex-Cook Wright Says Chickens All Go to 
the County Employes. 

At the inquiry by the subcommittee yes- 
terday James Wright, ex-cook at the In- 
sane Asylum, was called and questioned as 
follows: 

Q.—What tables did you send chickens to? A.— 
The ensployés’. 

Q.—Did you ever at any time send them to the 
patients’ tables? A.—®O, no, sir. Not if I knowe 
it. They would have cut my head off too quick. 
They hardly had enough for the employés. 

Q.—Did the patients have rib roasts? A.—O, 
no. They had what we call—well, I can’t re- 
member what you call that now. The officers get 
the best steaks there is in the carcass. 

Mr. O’DonnellWould the sick inmates have 
chicken? A.—If the doctor ordered it. We didn't 
always have chicken. It took about 150 pounds to 
feed the employés and we only got seventy or 


eighty pounds. 
Mr. O’Donnell—Would the employés find fault 


if there wasn’t enough? A.—You bet. there would 
be a big how! about it. 

Mrs. Flower—When you were discharged did 
Mr. Morgan tell you it was because your cooking 
was unsatisfactory? A.—AH the words he said 
to me was—he calls me up and he says: Wright.“ 
says he, Mr. Healy says that we will just re- 
lieve you and let your son take your place.“ And 
I commenced to inquire something and he says: 
“Civil service, civil service.“ 

Jacob Hess, of whom Keck bought some 
of the meat rejected at Dunning last Thurs- 
day, was the next witness. 

Q.—Have you ever sold any lumpy jawed beef 
to Mr. Keck or any person? A.—No. ‘ 
Mr. Morgan—Don’t fou know what bunch of 
cattle those three were in that you sold to Mr. 
Keck? A.—No. I had lots of killing to do that 
day. 

Q.—What price did you sell that meat at? A.— 
Four and one-half cents a ‘pound. 

Q.—What was the market price that day in the 
City of Chicago for native steers and heifers, well 
covered with fat, weighing 500 to 550 pounds? 
Mr. Morgan had great difficulty in getting 
an answer to this question. Finally the wit- 
nesses said: “‘I think them cattle were worth 
alive from three to three and one-quarter 
cents a pound. About five and one-half 
cents «or the carcass.”’ 

Mr. Miorgan—I desire the committee to call Mr. 
Secretary of the Live Stock Exchange, as 
a withe:ss. 

Mrs. Flower—What do you expect to prove by 
him? 

Mr. Morgan—I expect to prove by Mr. Baker that 
this man Hess has been arrested by the authori- 
ties of the City of Chicago for selling lumpy jaw 
cattle. I believe Mr. Baker will give us the name 
of the party from whom Hess got these cattle that 
were sent to Dunning, and That is why I want Mr. 
Baker here. 

Mr. Hess here reéntered the room and was 
asked the following .questions by Mr. Mar- 
gan: 

Q.—Have you ever been arrested for selling 
lumpy jaw cattle by the authorities of the City 
of Chicago, or the State of Illinois for selling dis- 
eased meat of any kind?

MYSTERY OF THE WILL OF JUDGE HOLT 


No Clew to the Person Who Sent the Docu- 
ment Through the Mail. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 28.—{Special.}— 
By whom the will of the late Judge Holt was 
discovered and sent to the Register of. Wills 
at the City Hall in this city remains a mys- 
tery: 

There seems to be no ground for the as- 
sumption that the will now in the hands of 
the Register is not that of Judge Holt, duly 
attested by eminent witnesses. 

There is evidence that Judge Holt either 
executed or contemplated making a second 
will. Among the papers found after his 
funeral there was a scrap which appeared to 
have been in a file for some time. It ‘bore 
the inscription, “Date of my last will, Jan. 
1, 1888.“ The writing was that of the de- 
ceased. 

Evidence of trusted servants is that he 
made a will in which full directions were 
contained for his funeral, as well as provis- 
ion for the comfort of those who had nursed 
and attended him during his illness. 

One theory which would account fer the 
long abeyance of the will is that the docu- 
ment was held back by some one of the 
servants, inspired by promises made by 
Judge Holt of having provided for them in 
a subsequent testament. As time failed to 
bring this will to the surface the holder con- 
cluded to make it public through the proper 
channel. 

The letter containing the document was 
put in the mail some time Saturday after- 
noon, Aug. 24. It bore two two-cent stamps, 
apparently carelessly or hurriedly attached, 
which are canceled with the letter L. This 
was thought to furnish a clew, as the L 
might indicate the branch postoffice. 

So many people have been coming to the 
Register to see the mysterious will that 
there was danger of the document being 
worn out. Col. Wright had it placed be- 
tween two sheets of glass and framed, so 
that it can be inspected by all who desire to 
do so without injury to the paper. 

Not only was the original paper upon 
which Judge Holt wrote the will very much 
worn, in addition to being burned, but the 
sheet of paper upon which the will was past- 
ed is itself quite old, as appears from its 
soiled condition and the fact that it has 
been twice folded so that it is nearly worn 
through the creases thus made. 

Those whe have had experience with old 
documents say that the burned will must 
have been pasted upon the sheet of paper 
fifteen or twenty years ago, and the docu- 
ment tas been évidently carried in an envel- 
ope rather than laid away in a safe. 

A suggestion in connection with the mys- 
terious appearance is that the will was found 
in one of the books of the Holt library, which 
was sold at auction last December.

That was 
the first Governor they have elected in the 
State. His success was due to the fact that 
the State was all torn up over the prohibinon 
question. A Republican Legislature had sub. 
mitted a proposition to be voted upon by the 
people to prohibit the manufacture and 0 
of iiquor in Nebraska, just as it has been in 


Kansas, 

That proposition was voted on in 1890, 
and the u val during that campaign 
brought about the Demycratic success. The 
Republicans elected all other State officers by 
a small plurality except the Governor. 
Two years later, durmg the Presidential ea m- 
paign of 1892, the Democrats nominated J. 
Sterling Morton for Governor, but Morton 
poiled 25,000 votes less than Boyd had re- 
ceived in 1890. It was also during that year 

W. J. Bryan was elected to Congress in a 
Republican district, The prohibition issue 
had crowded everything into the background 
and monopolized public attention to such an 
extent that party lines were 2 out. Up 
to 1892 Boyd was the foremost leader of De- 
mocracy in the State. Boyd was then Gov- 
error. He was also a member of the National 
committee, of which he had been a member

Boyd, therefore, had the 
inside on the patronage during the first term 
of Cleveland’s administration. But every- 
thing was reversed after 1892, Morton man- 
aged adroitly to crowd Boyd and have the Na-
